Judge Yerkes imposed sentence on Mon- 


day upon Michael Odessa, an Italian con- 
victed of passing counterfeit money at a re- 
cent term of criminal court. Sentence had 
been suspended pending an investigation as 
to the Kalian's character, a number ot wit- 
nesses testifying that he was not implicated 
in the affair. 
Odessa was sentenced to the 


penitentiary for four years. 


Doylestown Town Council is still consid- 


ering ways and means to increase the bor- 
ough's water supply. It is now proposed to 
try pumping directly into the mains instead 
of using the reservoir, as the Holly system 
in vogue here was designed for that purpose. 
It is claimed that this will obviate the neces- 
sity for covering the reservoir, which would 
cost about $2,000, but others aver that it 
will burst the old mains to pump into them 
in the manner proposed. The problem is 
one difficult to solve, and Council has spent 
considerable 
time in 
investigating 
the 


subject. 


Another effort is being made to secure the 


pardon of J. Monroe Sbollenberger, the 
Doylestown lawyer serving a sentence of 22 
years in the penitentiary for forgery and 
embezzlement. Shellenberger was sentenced 
in May. 1890. 
The persons who have given 


notice by advertisement that they will ap- 
ply for a pardon at the next session of the 
Board of Pardons in December are Mayor 
Charles Warwick, of Philadelphia ; his law 
partner, Alfred S Miller, and Hon. Robert 
8. Yardley and Nathan C. James, Esq., of 
Doylestown. 
A former application made 


about a year ago was turned down by the 
Board, but Shellenberger's friends evidently 
have some hope that the matter will be fav- 
orably considered at the December session. 
It is said Shellenberger's brother and Mr. 
Miller are most active in the matter. A 
great many people, some of them Bristol 
residents, signed the first petitions, which 
were also endorsed by several hundred peo- 
ple |n other parts of the county, among them 
prominent business men and clergymen. 
Tho public at large is indifferent about the 
matter, while here and there may be found 
individuals who are very much opposed to 
the granting of the pardon at this time. 
Considering the commutation for good be- 
havior Shellenberger has served about half 
his sentence. The action of the Board will 
be awaited with great interest by the public. 


Argument court convened here on Mon-

There are 82 dwellings, 
stores, a bakery, tivo factories and other es- 
tablishments within the proposed limits. 
The assessed valuation of real estate is 
$116,740, while that of the township is 
$1,202,693. The township school debt is 
$5,606, and the deb), upon the Eden school 
building, $2,000. 


Among the witnesses for the remonstrants

Knight stated that the proposed borough 
contained 260 acres of land, of which he 
owned 28 acres,

A despatch from Carlisle states that R. II.

Complaints are continually being heard 


against the dilapidated and dapgerous con- 
dition of the Bristol pike. It is only ne- 
cessary to go outside of the borough to hear 
the outspoken condemnation of the people 
who are responsible for the present state of 
the highway between Trenton and Torres- 
dale. Probably the worst stretch is between 
the borough imits o( Bristol and Morrisville, 
and the farmers residing in the vicinity of 
Penn'a Valley and the small villages along 
the route hare become so dissatisfied that 
they have been holding little indignation 
meetings in the country stores and discussing 
plans for action. That they are in earnest 
in the desire to have the condition of the 
pike improved is evinced by the fact that 
one of the pi incipal protesters declared his 
wilfingnesi to contribute the sum of f60 to 
aid the repair work. Others stated that they 
wore not in a position to make cash coutri 
butions, but stood ready to donate five or 
ten dollars vorth of labor. 


It ia doubted whether there is another road 


in the county Tfhioh is in such a deplorable 
condition as the Bristol pike. Gates are main 
tained at frequent intervals and toll demand 
ed for the privilege of driving a horse along 
the treacherous highway. The farmers ant 
suburban residents are sickening of what 
they term these "hold-ups" and declare 
something must be done to relieve the situa- 
tion. They declare the owners of the pike 
have no moral or legal right to exact pay 
for the privilege of driving over such a pike 
and they want the road macadamized or the 
gates abolished. 


If the road ia placed in good condition the 


toll will be paid cheerfully, but we doubt if 
present conditions can last much longer, 
Tht improvements mutt come or the gates mus, 
go. The county, of course, does not pay any 
attention to the privately owned pike and 
the owners will not.consequently repairs have 
been long neglected and a growling public is 
the result. 


It has been suggested that a mass meeting 


be held to devise ways and means of com 
polling the responsible parties to ux up the 
pike, and appoint a committee to sail upon 
Mr. Morrcll and urge upon him the neoes 
sity for action. 


Good roads can now be made for very lit 


tlo money compared with the cost a few 
years ago. An expert writing to the Scien 
tine American says : 


A few years ago the macadam roads of No1 


Jersey cost $10,000 per mile; now equally 
good roads are being built for $3,000, even 
where railway transportation of material is 
required ; and in localities better suppliec 
with road material, and where a nai rower 
road is deemed sufficient, $1,600, or even 
less, will muke a mile of good atone road 
Experience has demonstrated the fact tha 
in moat country districts a single stone roa< 
8 or 10 feet wide, with a good earth road 
on one or both sides, is more generally sat- 
isfactory than a wider road of macadam. 


As will be seen a good stone road can be 


built for for $1,600 per mile. Granting tha 
it costs even $2,000 per mile, the entire dis 
tance from Torresdale to Morrisville coul< 
be macadamized for $40,000. 


It is almost impossible to realize the bene- 


fits that would accrue from such an expend 
iture. 
It would have a tendency to en 


hance the value of every piece of propert; 
in the neighborhood of the pike. 
A beauti 


ful driveway would also be the result, an< 
the flu* residences between Bristol and Tul 
lytown, •which have been unoccupied fo 
years, would be in demand. 


The time has come when some action nms 


be taken.

The steamboat Twilight, on her way from 


Trenton to Philadelphia, left Bristol at four

every inch of the channel, on account of the 
blinding storm had to rely upon the com' 
pass alone, and did not reach his destitut- 
ion until three o'clock Sunday morning. 


The Burlington and Bristol Ferry had its 


troubles, too. On the 6:20 p m. trip Cap- 
tain Sooy was unable to distinguish the 
channel trorn shallow water and bumped up 
hard on the bar, where she withstood the 
fury of the storm for about an hour. 


The roads in Bensalem Township were in 


a very bad condition as the result of the re- 
cent snows. Supervisor Ridge had a foioe 
of 75 men engaged in cleaning the roads o] 
the mountains of snow on Tuesday morning. 


The road leading from the pike to Hulme- 


ville was said to bo impassable. 


The New York mail on Sunday morning 


was four hours late and all passenger trains 
from the East were somewhat late through- 
out the day. To escape a drift opposite 
Bloomsdale, above Bristol, six or seven feet 
high on No. 4 track, the passenger trains 
were run on the freight track. Near the 
same place two telegraph poles were blown 
down. They were erected again on Sunday

The storm at Bristol is estimated to havi 


cost the residents of the borough over $26C 
to have the pavements cleaned, besides the 
cost to the borough of cleaning the crossings 
To shovel the drifts off the tracks of the 
Langhorne and Bristol trclley cost abou 
$160.

Death of Hon. Symington Phillip*. 
Hon. Symington Phillips, well known 


throughout tlie county, dieJ at his residence 
on Rndcliffc i-treet last Friday evening at 
o'clock, from the infirmities of age, after an 
illness of several weeks' duration, in his SOU 
year. 


Mr. Phillips was born in New York City 


April 12, 18] 9. His father, the Rev. Dr 
W. W. Phillips, was pastor of the Firs 
Prosbjteriau Church of New York for orer 
foity years. 


Mr. Phillip'! came to Bristol at the age o 


23, and remnmcd here until (he day of his 
death. 
He first engaged engaged in th< 


manufacture of twine, his factory being lo 
coted at New Hope, and continued that bus- 
iness for a number of years. 


In politics Mr. Phillips was a Democrat ol 


the old school and liis valued services to the 
party were recognized at different periods 01 
his career by election and appointment to 
office. 
In Piosident Tyler's administration 


he was a Deputy Inspector at the Pbiladel 
phia Custom House. In 1872 he received 
the Democratic nomination for Congress, the 
district 
then being composed of Bucks 


County and a portion of Philadelphia. In 
1879 he was elected to the Lcgislatme and 
again in 1882 and 1885, 
He was also Dep- 


uty Revenue Collector for a number of years. 


Mr. Phillipt took great inteiestin local 


nftuirs. lie was many times elected (o the 
Borough Council, was its president, and was 
the Burgess of the borough, lie faithfully 
served the interests of the people who so 
often elected him as their representative. 


Mr. Phillipt was universally respected. 


Even his political opponents entertained for 
him a high regard. 
He was a courteous 


gentleman of Die old school and had hosts of 
friends. 
Notwithstanding the prominenceof 


Mr. Phillips in political circles he was nat- 
urally of a modest and retiring disposition 
that shrank fi am any thing that savored of 
notoriety. He nought rather the enjoyment 
of the home circle and the favored friend- 
ship of intimate friends, to whom he was 
firmly attached, than the pleasures of a 
larger social world. 


Mr. Phillipi! was a long and consistent 


member of th« Presbyterian Church. He 
had often been requested to allow his name 
to be presented for one of its elders, but 
could never be prevailed to do so. He was 
a faithful attendant to all the services of the 
church, and seldom, indeed, was he absent 
from any of its meetings. 


He is survived by his widow, Margaret, 


daughter of the late Dr. John Phillips, and 
five children, Frances, wife of George Ham- 
ilton, of the late firm of Edward Jaffrey & 
Co., of New York ; Meta, wife of Captain 
Bur net Landreth, senior member of the seed 
firm of D. Landreth & Sons ; Anna J. and 
Kathorine, and Edward S. Phillips, of the 
Wilson Ocean Steamship, of New York. 


The funeral Hervioes, which were largely 


attended, were held on Monday afternoon, 
the Rev. Dr. J. H. M. Koox, foimer pastor 
of the Bristol Presbyterian Church, and Rev. 
Charles II. Rorer, of the M. E. Church, offi- 
ciating. The interment was in the family 
lot in theHt, James Church burying ground.

The pastor has given the 
sermon himself every evening and has been 
greatly assisted by his wife, Mrs. Alison, 
and Mrs. Elleislie Groom, who have ren- 
dered nearly every evening one or more so- 
los, much to the pleasure of those in attend- 
ance. On Wednesday evening Miss Flor- 
ence Stuckert Bang most beautifully and ten- 
derly "Almost Persuaded." The meetings 
will continue to the end of the week, Satur- 
day evening being the last of the series. Sat- 
urday evening service will be the regular 
communion preparatory service, when all 
members of the church are expected to be 
present in preparation for the communion 
service of Sabbath morning. One of the in- 
teresting features about these meetings has 
been the large sprinkling of men throughout 
the church.

How to Raise Potatoes. 


TDILITOWW, Nov. 28, 1898. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—In November 
24th 


sue of the BUCKS COUNTY GAZETTE I notice 
paragraph relative to the potato crop in 
eun's Manor. I have been a potato grower 
r the lost forty years, and I hod as fine a 
rop this year as I ever grew. I had in 
rty acres of potatoes and realized over 
0,000 bushels of Early Rose and State of 
aine. I am on the farm which formerly 
elonged to the late Benjamin Briggs, and 
e secret of producing such an extra crop 
pofatoes this year is as follows : Plow 


our ground in the fall as deep as you can 
ow it and turn up the soil that the sun 
as not yet shone on, eet th« t«r —> 
!1 J«w~ 


deep as possinie. The top soil is poisoned 
om the vegetation which grows on it and 
en rots it. Don't roll or harrow the 
round after plowing it, and you will find 
iat it will kill all worms that are in the 
round. Your potatoes will grow nice and 
mooth without fertilizer or sulphur. Use 
ew stable manure, which I always found 


be the best, and I never like less than two 


yes in a cut in a potato. 


Haul your manure out in the spring and 
>read it no more than you can cover in two 
r three days. I never like to spread it and 
et it lay four or five weeks before plowing 
n the potatoes. 
Plow them in about four 


nohes deep, and then you have new. soil 
iat potatoes have not grown in yet by plow- 
ng it deep in the fall, and then your land 
will hold the moisture. Keep the cultivator 
ut of the potato patch when they are in 
lossom. That is my way of growing them, 
nd they will all have a crop if the ground 
s worked that way. Try one acre and you 
will find the result will be a good one. Very

One of the best evidences of the value 


of lightning rods up to date has been 
afforded by the Washington monument. 
It is capped by a small four sided pyra- 
mid of aluminium, which metal, so 
cheap today, was very costly at the 
time of the building of the greatest 
obelisk that the world has ever known. 
This aluminium tip is connected with 
the ground by four copper rods which 
go down deep into the earth. On April 
5, 1885, five immense bolts of electrici- 
ty were seen to flash between the monu- 
ment and a thundercloud overhanging 
in the course of 30 minutes. In other 
words, the monument was struck fierce- 
ly five times,- but-it-suffered no: damage 
whatever. 


On June 15 of the same year a more 


tremendous assault was made upon the 
monument from the heavens, and the 
result was a fracture of one of the top 
most stones. The crack still remains to 
show what nature can do in the way of 
an electrical shock, but the slightness 
of the damage is evidence of man's 
power to protect himself from such at- 
tacks. The obelisk is ideally .located for 
attracting electrical assaults from the 
skies, and yet, while many times hit, it 
has suffered only once, and that time to 
a trifling extent.— Boston Transcript,

AN ORDINANCE 


GRANTING- PERMISSION TO THE STAND- 


ARD TELEPHONE COMPANY TO CON- 
STRUCT AND OPERATE A TELEPHONE 
SYSTEM IN THE BOROUGH OF BRIS- 
TOL.

Be it enacted by tbe Burgess and Council of 
the borough of Bristol, and It is hereby euuctef 
and ordained by tlie authority of the dame : 
SEO. 1. That the permission contemplated by 
Section 1 uf an Act of the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania entitled 
"An Act to amend the fourth section of an Act 
supplementary to an Act ontltled'An Act to pro- 
vide I'or the incorporation and regulation ot'cer- 
tain corporations,' approved April twenty-ninth, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, 
relating to the Incorporation and powers of tele- 
graph companies, I'or the use of individuals, 
firms, and corporations, and fire alarm, police 
and.messenger business,'* approved the 25th day 
ot'Juue, A. I)., 1895, is hereby given to tlie 
Standard Telephone Company to construct and 
operate a telephone system in 'the borough of 
Bristol, under and subject, however, to tlie 
terms and conditions hereinafter named. 


SKO. 2. That the poles to be erected by the 
said Company shall be placed within the curb 
lines, and at such a distance from the curb as the 
Street committee shall direct The poles-shall 
be straight and smooth, and shall be painted and 
kept painted their entire length by the naid 
Telephone Company. Wherever the poles are 
erected the Company shall replace the materials 
excavated and relay all bricks, flag or other 
pavement so removed, so that the same shall be 
in the same good condition as before they were 
disturbed. When practicable the poles of any 
other company now occupying said streets shall 
be used, when the consent oi' such other com- 
pany can be obtained. 
.And the said Telephone Company shall so 
place their poles as to do the least injury to pri- 
vate property and least obstruction to public 
travel. All disputes in regard to the inspection, 
location and planting of the poles shall be decid- 
ed by the Street committee. 
SEC. 3. That the wires erected liy said com 
pany shall be so placed tut not to Interfere with 
the wires of other companies now erected, and 
shull be placed above the wires of the Newtown, 
Langhorliie and Bristol Trolley Street Railway 
Company wherever they cross the same. 
SBO. 4.* That' nothing in this ordinance shall 
affect the rights and privileges granted toother 
companion to use the streets ot '.ho Borough'of 
Bnstol for any purpose. And in the construc- 
tion and operation of their telephone system, the 
sald'Standard Telephone Company shall use the 
most approved means to pi event the construe 
tion and operation of their said telephones-stem 
from in any manner interfering with the opera- 
tion ot the electric light, trolley, telephone or 
other company having the right to use the streets 
of the borough of Bristol. Provided further that 
all wire shall be provided with fusible cut-outs 
mounted on Insulating material wherever they 
enter any building. 
Suo. 5. That the telephone system hereby 
authorized shall be constructed bythe said Tele- 
phone Company under the supervision Df the 
Street committee.

SKO. 6. That the said Telephone Company 
shalt connect any two points designated by the 
Street committee with their exchange, o,ucl keep 
both In good repair aud working order fl.t all 
times, and tbe Borough aud Fire Companies 
shall have the right to use the same at all Limes, 
free of charge. 


SKO. 7. That the said company shall at all 
times hereafter indemnify and save harmless the 
said borough of Bristol of and from all and every 
claim for damages of inv kind whatsoever 
which may arise from the construction, mainte- 
nance and operation of tlie said, telephone sys- 
tem. 
SKO. 8. That if at any time the said Standard 
Telephone Company shall abandon their lino, 
arid cease to operate . the same tor a period ot 
ninety days, then this ordinance and all the 
rights and privileges herein granted shall cease 
and become null and void, and the said Tele- 
t>t.D... o=—.«-~~3- -~i.au *-omove all their wires, 
poles and other equipments troui me streets or 
said borough, and leave the same in the same 
good condition as they were in before the com- 
mencement of the construction of the said tele- 
phone system, and in case the said Telephone 
Company shall not!remove their poles, wire, &c. 
from tbe streets, and put tbe streets in good 
condition as abore mentioned, within six months 
after this-ordinance shall have been declared 
null and void* by the Burgess and Council for 
the reason aforesaid,.then and In that, case tbe 
said Burgess and Council shall have the right to 
remove' said poles, wires, &c., and put the 
streets in good condition as above mentioned, 
and recover the costs of the same in an action 
against said Telephone Company. 


SKO. 9. That the said Telephone Company 
shall be subject to such reasonable, regulations 
and ordinances regulating the malntenance-and 
operation of their said telephone system in the 
borough of Bristol as the Burgess and Council ot 
said borough may from time to time enact: that 
the said The .Burgess and Council of the borough 
ot' Brlbtol shall have the right to use any or all ol 
the poles of-the said company fur police or fire 
alarm purposes, provided, however, that in such 
use of the poles by lb« Burgess and Council of 
Bristol Borough, no wire thali be run between 
any pole of the Telephone Company and any 
pole carrying any wire not belonging to the Tele- 
phone Company. 


SKO. 10. "That the said company shall pay to 
the Tieasurer of the borough of Bristol for the 
use of said borough, on or before the tirst day oi 
January each year the sum of fifty cents for each 
pole erected by them within said borough. 


SEO. II. .That the said company shall, under 
Its seal and through its proper officers, within 
sixty days after the approval of this orainance 
by the Chief Burgess, signify in writing, tiled 
with the Clerk of the Burgess and Council, Its 
•cceptauce of this ordinance anJ all'the regula- 
tions, conditions and restrictions therein con- 
tained. • '
